THE EMPEROR OF 
JAPAN. 


Brimisa subjects in Shanghai 
united yesterday with their fellow 
nationals in all parts of the globe 
in honouring the anniversary of the 
birth of the illustrious sovereign of 
the country to which we ure bound 
by the close tie of a defensive 
alliance. On auspicious occasions 
such as this, it is a usual courtesy 
to take the opportunity of ex- 
pressing cordial and compliment- 
ary sentiments ; but in regard to 
His Imperial Majesty the Emperor 
of Japan, there is no necessity to 
draw upon the small change of 
courtly phrase. Tho anniversary 
of the birth of the Emperor under 
whose benign and enlightened rale 
Japan has emerged from semi- 
barbarous obscurity to a place in 
the front rank of world-Powers, 
may fittingly be observed by his 
subjects with profound pride and 
gratitude, and by tho subjects of 
the King with sentiments of the 
liveliest sympathy. Japan’s suc- 





cess in the war with China, which 





Island Empire, was largely due to 
the direction of tho sovereign, and 
this was respectfully acknowledged 
by the Diet by a unanimous vote 
of two million sterling out of the 
indemnity to the Privy Purse. 
In the realm of domestic matters: 
the reign has seen the abolition of 
military feudalism and of extra- 
territorial rights in the Empire, the 
inanguration of a constitution and 
an elected Parliament, the grant of 
religious freedom, a reorganization 
of education, finance and judicature 
on western lines and the creation 
of an army and navy comparable 
with those of the greatest Powers. 
The formal recognition of Japan's 
right to be treated as an equal was 
fittingly given by Great Britain, 
the country that first consented to 
surrender the privileges accruing 
from extra-territoriality, by the 
ratification of the treaty of 1902. 
Some have seen a symptom of 
forgetfulness of the debt of 
gratitude that Japan owes to 
Great Britain in the drastic 
provisions of the new tariff, but at 
the forthc.ming session of the Diet 
steps will probably be taken to 
prevent this slight shadow over the 
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cordial relations of tho Allies from 
deepening. No consideration, how- 
sver, will be allowed to affect the 
genuine warmth of British felicita- 
tions to Japan on one more suc- 
cesefal colebration of the annivers- 
ary of a day that marked the 
beginning of a significant epoch 
in the history of the Japanese 
Empire. 


PROTECTION OF 
TRADE ROUTES, 


In discussing the question of 
naval supremacy we adverted to 
the open lettors addressed by 
Admiral Lord Charles Beresford 
to the Prime Minister on the 
subject of British preparedness in 
the event ofa naval war. The first 
letter set forth some of the facts of 
tho present situation with regard 
to naval defence, and the conclu- 
sions that Lord Charles Beresford 
drew from them, namely, that the 
existing British shipbuilding pro- 
gramme is so inadequate that 
within three years British naval 
supremacy will be forfeited, and 
that a new Naval Defence Act, 
financed by a substantial loan, 
should at once be put into force. 
In his second letter, the fall 
text of which is now available, 
Admiral Beresford deals with an 
aspect of naval defence that may be 
regarded as lying apart from the 
political and strategical considera- 
tions mainly governing the strength 
‘and the distribution of the Fleot. 
He refers to the existing condition 
‘of international relations, and warns 
the Government that the British 
trade routes of the world are at the 
moment almost wholly unguarded, 
and that there exists no practicable 
arrangement whatever for providing 
increased defence in time of war. 
Onr trade in the event of war would, 
he argues, be exposed to the 
attacks of privateers on all routos, 
with the immediate results of 
a sbarp rise in the rates of 
insurance, in the prices of raw 
material and the necessaries of 
life, the refasal of shipowners to al- 
low their vessels to leave port and a 
heavy’ fall in the price of securities. 
‘The seriousness of exposure to such 
attacks is patent to every one. 
Although the first essential oper- 
ation in naval warfare is to obtain 
what is termed the command of the 
sea, yet it is now possible that a 
nation that is incapable of obtaining 
such command, or has lost it, may 
proseoute successful privateering. 
For an analogy we may turn to 
the War in South Africa where, 
after Lord Roberts had driven the 
Boers out of all their towns, the 
British lines of communications were 
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constantly endangered and out 
were baraseed by small tds of 
the enemy. The guerilla warfare 
thus adopted materially delayed the 
termination of the war. 

Thus by the resort to privateering 
‘an appreciable influence might be 
exercised on the result of a naval 
war; at all eveats the conclusion 
of hostilities would be seriously 
postponed. ‘The abolition of privat~ 
coring was agreed to by the majority 
of Powers ia the Declaration of 
Paris of 1856; bat the practice was 
permitted to be revived by Russia 
during the Russo-Japanese war, 
a an attempt has sinos been 
made to legalize privateerin 
the Declaration of Leotee of acd 
But whatever tho legal aspect of 
the question, Lord Charles Beros- 
ford holds that we have an 
unmistakable indication of the 
policy to be parsued by foreign 
nations in the event of a maritime 
war, and he states that this policy 
is seorely to equip swift morohani~ 
men with guns and guns’ crews 
prior to the declaration of war; to 
provide their captains with tho 
necessary formal doouments requir- 
ed to transform a merchant vessel 
on the high seas into s privatecrs 
and to telegraph orders to begin 
operations to all ports at a given 
moment. After the declaration of 
war, such merchant ships, until 
they were thus transformed into 
privateers could use neutral ports 
that were closed to actual men-of- 
war. It is evident that, if privat- 
coring were practised upon the 
trade of a country that was solf- 
supporting, the effect would aot 
be go serious, but in the case of a 
country that draws the greater 
part of its food and raw material 
from overseas, the immediate 
result might be to paralyzethe whole 
population before the main fleet 
could come into action. Privateering 
bas been revived under conditions 
that enlarge enormously its powers 
to injare British trade; yet no 
measures of any kind have heen 
taken by the Government to guard 
against this danger. 

Whatever opinion may be held 
of Lord Charles Beresford’s mo- 
thods of impressing his views upon 
the nation, it has to be remembered 
that he speaks with the authority 
of fifty years’ distinguished service 
and that the course which he has 
adopted is virtually the only one 
open to him in the circumstances. 
He declares that every British 
trade route lies exposed to the 
attacks of privateers, and demon- 
strates that the Navy is unablo to 
protect trade in the event of 
privateering being resorted to by 
an enemy, if we should, unhappily, 
become ‘involved in a meritime 
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The principal reason deduced 
by Lord Charles Beresford for our 
inability to protect trade is that the 
cruiser squadron is insufficiently 
strong and that we could not send to 
seaall our cruisers fully-commission- 
ed without calling up the Royal 
Naval Reserve—a step that cannot, 
be taken before war is declared. 
In the event of a modern war the 
adequate protection of sea-borne 
commerce from attacks delivered 
by regular men-of-war, would, in 
itself, be a gigantic task. Our 
dependence upon sea-borne com- 
merce is greater than it has ever 
been, and there can be little question 
that Great Britain has more to lose 
by the depredations of privateers 
than any other nation. Shipown- 
ers and others have recognized the: 
danger to which we are exposed, 
since the second Hague Conference 
declined to condemn as illegal the 
transformation of merchantmen up- 
on the high seas into privateers. 
And the First Lord of the Admiral- 
ty a year ago declared that “ our 
commerce, if unprotected in remote 
seas in time of war, is liable to be 
attacked by armed merchant ships 
specially commissioned as sl 
* The Government, how. 
led to denounce the Treaty 
of Paris after the Hague Con- 
ference, and it has not taken 
prompt steps to provide for the 
adequate protection of British 
commerce, Merchants in China 
have a particular interest in this 
new phase of our na ion, for 
the whole situation as regards the 
protection of trade routes has 
changed since the recognition of 
privateering. This is not the first 
time that Lord Charles Beresford 
has demanded measures to secure 
the safety of Great Britain and 
her trade. Merchants, therefore, 
here, as elsewhere, remembering 
that the gallant Admiral was 
roved to bo right on two 
Former occasions, will anxiously 
await the result of the present 
public demand for effective action 
by a Government which lays 
itself open to the criticism that 
in more than one direction its grasp 
upon Imperial problems is being 
weakened in the stress of minor 
matters that absorb unduly its 
attention.

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SOCIALISM IN 


JAPAN. 
October 29. 


Sreaxixe in New York recently 
of conditions in Japan, Mr. Yukio 
Ozaki, Mayor of Tokio, told an 
interviewer tbat Socialism was the 
gravest internal problem that 
confronted the country, and would 
prove the greatest menace to 
Japan's fundamental principles of 
Government. Mr. Ozaki speaks as 
one having authority. Not only 
has he been Mayor of tho capital 
city of Japan for seven years, he 
bas also been a member of the Diet 
ince its establishment. Moreover 











he is an advanced progressive and, 
in some quarters, has even been 
suspected of leanings toward the 
political principles of which he now 
declares his apprebension. ‘These 
suspicions had no foundation in 
fact, as Mr. Ozaki, like many 
other prominent Japanese, has 
succeeded in combining loyalty 
to the fundamental principle of 
Japanese forerament, which really 
means @ undivided _ political 
supremacy of tho En:peror, with 
loyalty to democratic idoals. The’ 
mental process by which this 
combination is achieved must 
necessarily remain « mystery to the 
Occidental, whose conceptions can- 
not attain the pline in which the 
Be becomes greater than the whole. 

at the most enlightened Japanese: 
believe that the unchallenged 
autocracy of the ruler can be main- 
tained simultaneously with a devol- 
ution of governing power to elected 
representatives of the people, is 
shown by the fact that the late 
Princo Ito, the Pitt of his country, 
was himself the framer of the 
Yonstitution of Japan. That such 
an anachronism should have endured 
for twenty years without any serious 
demand for its revision might be 
held to prove that a reconciliation 
of antagonisms, tantamount to a 
demonstration that it is within the 

Je of possibility for an irresistible 
Force and an immoveable object to 
exist simultaneously, has been 
achieved by the genius of the 
Japanese people. There are, how- 
ever, other possible explanations 
that would elucidate the apparent 
acquiescence of the Japanese in 
what, to the Western mind, seems 
a travesty upon Constitutional 
Government. The solidifying 
influence of two great wars; 
the montal inertia of the many 
who have not yet fully realized 
their freedom from feudalism, 
and above all, the success, 
from a patriotic standpoint, of 
the existing form of Government 
under which Japan has won a place 














among first class Powers, have ba 
their effect in preventing political 
agitation, of the kind that flourishes 
in other countries, taking deep root 
in Japan. 

There have, however, not been 
wanting that the seeds of 
Socialism not fallen upon 
altogether stony ground in Japan. 
Tn 1897 the first avowedly Socialist 
association was formed, but its 
membership was small and its in- 
fluence inconsiderable. Probably 
it owed its inception to the prevail- 
ing craze for copying everything 
Western, good, bad or indifferent, 
and if a Society for the Moral 
Tnstruction of Tadpoles had existed 
in Europe or the United States, it 
would possibly have been imitated 
in Japan and bave gained as many 
adberents as the first Sociulist 
organization But the authorities 
regarded even this body, which 
amused itself with abstract theories 
and made no serious propagandist 
efforts, with a malevolent eye. It 
was not, however, until another 
organization, the Social Democratic 
Party, which was frankl xian, 
came into existence that the 
ment translated its antagonism into 
action. During the war-with Rus- 
sia the Marxian body, which had 
absorbed the “ philosophers,” agi 
tated against militarism. The 
organization was immediately bro- 
ken up and periodicals in which the 
cause of Socialism was upheld were 
marily suppressed. Little was 
then heard of the Socialists until 
the Peace Riots in September 1905, 
when the remarkable sight, for 
Japan, was witnessed of iwliat 
orators, standing beneath the red 
flag in Hibiya Park in Tokio, and 
denouncing the Government in 
absolutely unbridled — langange. 
After the fall of the Katsura 
Cabinet, under the milder rule of 
Marquis Saionji Socialism began 
to make headway and the party 
became sufficiently strong numeri- 
cally to support a daily paper. 
When Marquis Katsura returned to 
power, however, more severe re- 
pressive measures than ever were: 
adopted, periodicals were suppressed 
and the right to hold pabls meet-| 
ings was denied. The result is 
found in the discovery in September 
last of a plot to assassinate the 
Emperor. Details of this con- 
spiracy have never been published, 
but it is known that thirty or forty 
men, alleged tobave been implicated, 
many of whom are Socialists, were 
arrested and were to be tried by a 
special—and secret—tribnnal. 

‘This brief survey of the history 
of the Socialist movement in Japan 
will suffice to emphasize the ten- 
dency of history to repeat itself. 
In European countries, gonorally 



























speaking, Socialism bad its germ in 
philosophic clubs, where members 
found mental recreation in discuss- 
ing platonic theories. Left to 
themselves they would probably 
have done as little harm as the 
Mutual Admiration Societies in 
which ts read their sonnets to 
each other and 20 spare the public 
pain. Bat Govérnments which place 
more importance on their police 
than on their other social daties, 
by imagining, created danger. The 
ponderous machinery of Govern- 
ment was, put into movement to 
crush a growth that, like the mush- 
room, left alone, would soon have 
died of its diet. Theories, however, 
often flourish under ill-treatment 
and Socialism is of these. At the 
present day, broadly speaking, 

ialism is a graver danger in 
countries where its ropression by 
forcible methods has been attempt- 
ed than in those where it has been 
left to dovelop unchecked. A con- 
sideration of tho relative strength 
und platforms of the Socialist bodies 
in Germany and in Great Britain 
will support this ‘Tho pater- 
nal influence that the Japanese 
Government exercises over the 
Press rondors it impossible to state 
definitely that the harsh measares 
taken against Socialism have led to 
widespread adhesion to its tenets, 
but certain significant indications 
supply a justification for the belief 
that th policy adopted by the 
authorities has not resulted quite as 
they wished or as they anticipated. 
For example, it is known that 
Socialism has entered the almost 
sacred military circle and instances 
have occurred recently of the arrest 
of soldiers who professed Socialistic 
and anti-militaristic beliefs, and the 
desertion of others who had adopted 
similar views. Tt has become, 
therefore, a question of grave im- 
portance to Japan whether she is 
dealing with this problem, which 
was bound to arise in a heavily 
taxed country just climbing from 
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the agricultural to the industrial 
stage, in the manner that will be 
productive of the best results. 
Nations like individua's may with 
advantage remember that the only 
alternative to never bending is 
breaking. 


CHINA’S FINANCES. 
October 31. 

Ar any moment since the 
inaugaration of the constitutional 
movement four years ago the 
financial position in China has 
been sufficiently unsatisfactory to 
call for serious efforts on the 
part of the Government to deal 
with the question. No such efforts 
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have been made, and the embarrass- 
ment of the Imperial exchequer has 
increased and will continue to 
increase with tbe passage of time. 
Financial reform, as a correspond- 
ent trenchantly remarks in a letter 
that we publish to-day, has entailed 
so far little more than the discovery 
of excuses for fresh expenditare—a 
statement to which the unfortunate 
President of the Ministry of Finance 
is likely to subscribe. Whatever 
allowance may have tobe made for the 
unreliability of native reports, there 
can be litde donbt that Duke Tsai 
‘Tee has found his position-at the head 
of the Treasury no sinecure, and the 
desire to resign 80 often attributed 
to him would be the natural 
corollary to bis despair of being 
able to carry out any adequate 
reform of Chit finances under 
existing cond Now he is 
stated to have declared himself a 
strong advocate of the early opening 
of Parliament on the ground that it 
would be a remedy for an exbausted 
exchequer. The report of Dake 
‘Tsai Tso’s speech does not make his 
line of argument perfectly clear ; 
but it may be supposed that he looks 
to Parliament to cry halt to the 
expanding system of reforms that 
takes no heed of the finencial side 
of the question. A Parliament, he 
probably presumes, will have more 
control over the public purse and 
public affairs than the National 
Assembly, and will thus be 
able to decide at what point the 
desirability of reform oversteps the 
limit of feasible taxation. At 
present China leads a hand-to-mouth 
existence financially, and even such 
an important measure as currency 
reform has been launched (on sound 
enough lines, it is trae) before provi- 
sion has been made for the necessary 
funds with which it is to be carried 
into practical effect. 

In view of this condition of 
things it can only be a matter of 
time before the country reaches a 
stage when all administration has 
to give way to financial reorgani 
tion. The question that China 
should ask herself to-day is whether 
she will retain in her own hands’ 
the chief control of this reorganiza- 
tion or will allow it to pass from 
her and the reorganization to be 
carried through over the Govern- 
ment’s head. It is, we believe, the 
opinion of every unprejudiced ob- 
server of Chinese affairs that the 
Peking authorities at the present 
moment are intellectually incapable 
of grappling satisfactorily with 
China’s financial problem. The 
intricacies of modern national 
finance have never been fully 

by Ching’s statesmen, and 
we are watching the application of 
the comparatively simple principles 

















of local financial administration to 
the empire as a whole with its com- 
plicated international obligations. 
Tn other departments of govern- 
ment the country can possibly afford 
to allow reform to move slowly; the 
Treasury calls for immediate mea- 
sures. "A step in the right direction 
will bave been taken with the 
introduction of currency reform, 
‘and with this end in view a farther 
addition to China’s indebtedness 
will press without challenge. Asa 
telegram informs us to-day, an edict 
has been drafted authorizing an 
American loan of ten millions 
sterling, of which » portion is to be 
devoted to currency reform. The 
obstacles to be encountered in 
introducing a new currency are 
unimportant compared with those 
that await the reorganization of 
provincial and imperial finance. 
But the latter should not have to 
wait until the successful completion 
of the former, and it is the duty of 
Peking statesmen to realize that 
the greater reform, which cannot 
be delayed without prejudice to the 
country, calls for higher powers 
than they themselves 

A pertinent contribution to this 
subject of the reorganization of 
China’s finances—in which most be 
included the relationship between 
the provinces and Central Govern- 
ment—is made by “ An Old China, 
Hand” in our columns to-day. He 
refers to the close connexion be- 
tween the Boxer Indemnity and 
likin, and proposes that the former 
should be voluntarily cancelled by 
the countries concerned in exchange 
for the abolition of likin by the 
Chinese Government. Likin, our 
correspondent points out, returns a 
“ miserable pittunce” to the Gov- 
ernment, but it hinders effectually 
the development of China’s domestic 
trade. The potentialities of the 
latter are enormous, and it is urged 





that the abolition of likin would] di 


speedily make good through the 
expansion of trade the direct losses 
caused by tke remission of the 
Boxer Indemnit; Oar corres- 
pondent himsel€ advances the first 
objection that must be raised to any 
‘such scheme in China—the difficul- 
ty of obtaining guarantees that the 
abolition of likin would in reality 
be carried into effect. Of the 

faith of the Central Government in 
making a covenant of 
there would be no question ; the 
uncertainty would relate to its 
physical ability to secure the fulfil- 
ment of its orders in the provinces. 
[As in the case of opium prohibition 
the local officials introduce at once 
an element of unreliability, and as 
at present constituted the Adminis- 
tration of China offers no machin- 
ery for the uniform execution of 
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the Government's wishes. If China 
could approach the subject of 
financial reform solely from the 
point of view of the interests of 
the Empire, the whole system of 
reorganization would at once be 
placed in foreign hands. With 
concrete evidence before them that 
the task had been undertaken with 
some prospect of success being 
achieved, the Powers concerned 
might well consider a remission of 
the Boxer Indemnity in exchange for 
the abolition of likin. The resultant 
benefit to China would be two-fold; 
she would be freed from a serious 
annual drain on her resources and 
‘at the same time would remove the 
chief hindrance to an adequate 
expansion of her domestic trade. 
Withont foreign supervision, how- 
ever, there could be no guarantee 
that’ financial reorganization was 
being undertaken seriously or t 
likin bad been actually abolished. 
China, if she be wise, will engage 
such supervision of her own free 
will, rather than through a continu- 
ance of apathy invite the experi- 
ence of what our correspondent 
terms n chapter of more than usual 
interest in the Empire's history. 

















THE REVOLUTION 


BACILLUS, 


November 1. 

Ir is possible that history will 
claim as the outstanding political 
feature of the opening decade of 
the twentieth century the ravages 
of the revolution bacillus. After 
Rassia, Persia and Turkey comes 
Portugal among the scenes of its 
major visitations, while in the 
meantime the activities of a less 
virulent type of the same species 
have to be recorded in India, Egypt 
and Greece. To whatever extent 
political upheavals have ensued, a 
nosis of the various cases re- 
larity of causes and of 

of the revolutionary 
germ. In regard to Persia and 
Tarkey there can bo no two opin- 
ions about the conditions that mado 
a revolution possible and indeed 
desirable. Greece and Portugal on 
the other hand may appear to some 


in a category apart, and to have 
had much in common at the time 
when they drew the world’s atten- 
tion to their domestic affairs. But 
while the former sought relief with- 
out changing the monarchical 
system, Portugal has gone to the 
extreme Jength of abolishing the 
dynasty. Only the most rabid 
Republicans can hold that the trou- 
ble lay entirely with King Manoel; 
none would ‘maintain that the 
youthful sovereign was such an 
arch tyrant that all suggestions of 
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reform could only expect to be me 
with contemptuous refusal. Whe- 
ther Portugal has done wisely 
time alone can show; but it is 
abundantly evident that the Re- 
publicans acted hastily. Tn com- 
mon with the Persians, the Turks 
and the Greeks they pinned their 
faith to the two watchwords Re- 
volution and Constitution, in the 
conviction that in them they would 
find a panacea, infollible and in- 
stantaneous, for all their country's 
ills. To what extent these hopes 
have been realized we have already 
had some opportunity to decide. 
‘The subject of revolutionary move- 
ments is thus one of world-wide 
interest at the present moment, for 
it is by no means snre that the 
germ that hus wandered Freely from. 
west to east and back to the west 
has reached the end of its jouracy- 
in, 





gs. 
Careful students of contemporary 
events will have found in the 
Tarkish and Portuguese revolution: 
several curious parallels. In both 
cases a mysterious murder broaght 
matters toa bead; in C tinople 
the assassination of Hassan Fehmi, 
the Editor of the “ Serbesti,” in 
Lisbon that of Dr. Bombarda. 
Soldiers in each instance started 
the actual insurrection, and the 
issne, never in the hands of the 
people, was fought out between the 














loyalist and the revolutionary 
troops. Both revolutions wore 
thus essentially military; apart 
from rioting in the capital 





the civilian element counted for 
nothing, and Constantinople affairs 
meant as little to the Anatolian 
shepherd as Lisbon politics did to 
the illiterate Portuguese peasant. 
Above all the Governments con- 
cerned were wenk and unprepared, 
convinced apparently that nothing 
was going to happen. The day 
before the revolt in Stamboul the 
Turkish Minister for Foreign 
Affairs declared that the country 
had never before been so quiet ; in 
isbon towards the end of Septem- 
ber a disturbance was pronounced to 
be impossible. The Mohammedan 
League finds its counterpart in the 
Portuguese Republican party. 

Lisbon as in Turkey elaborate 
preparations had been made before- 
hand, but the outbreak eame sud- 
denly. Yildiz Kiosk and the 
Portugues Monarchy collapsed 
like a house of cards ; and although 
the victorious revolutionaries seem- 
ed ready at once to assume the 
reins of ordered government, sub- 
sequent events proved that the 
forces which their success bad 
called into action were hurrying 
them out of their depth in’ un- 
explored waters. The panacea had 
its limitations. For certain proved 

















mses the revolution would be 
immediately effective; in the face 
of financial disorganization the 
nostram was inoperative. More- 
over, the now order of things, while 
correcting excesses in one direction, 
entailed fresh and heavy expendi- 
ture in other departments, and the 
inexperienced Government found 
that financial embarrassment is apt 
to outlive the glamour of a success- 
ful revolution. 

Tnany consideration of the world’s 
political changes it is impossible lo 
ignore the present situation in ('hina, 
and if native reports are to be relied 
upon, we are led to infer that re- 
cent events in Portugal have not 
passed unmarked in Palace circles 
in Peking. Revolutions, however, 
can be peaceful and bloodless, and 
the experience of Greece shows 
that a wise raler may be able to 
direct « popular or military move- 
ment, steoring it clear of dynastic 
changes. The instinct of the late 
Empress-Dowager prompted her to 
anticipate any violent demands 
from her subjects by the gradual 
introduction of a constitutional 
régime. Within a remarkably 
short time—far sooner than could 
have been anticipated four years 
ago—the parliamentary spirit bas 
seized upon the intellect of the na- 
id we find the National 
Assembly in its first session virtually 
master of the situation in Peking. 
That situation, however, is wholly 
indeterminate. Neither the Gov- 
ernment nor the Assembly h 
evolved any comprehensive scheme 
for dealing with it, and a policy of 
laissez faire at once introduces ele- 
ments of danger. ‘The financial 
embarrassment of the country ean 
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no longer be concealed. For the 
moment it is the subject. that is 
paramount in the Assembly's mind, 
and if it is left to that body to 
probe the mysteries of China's 
financial administration in the teeth 
of Government opposition, a popular 
explosion may occur at any time. 
The interest of the Government 
would seem to call for a wise 
direction, if not an actual anticipa. 
tion, of the Assembly's inquiry into 
Imperial finance. It is on this 
rock that most ships of state come 
to grief, and China, it has to be 
remembered, is in the unenviable 
predicament of having a multitade 
of First Officers and no Com- 
mander. 








THE POLITICAL 
SITUATION IN JAPAN, 


November 2. 


Ox October 23 Marquis Katsura, 
the Premier of Japan, delivered a 
“policy speech,” that’ bad been 
eagerly awaited, at a meeting of 
the United Clearing Houses in 
Tokio. Since the Diet adjourned, 
there have been occurrences of 
significant importance, the more 
notable of which were the annexa- 
tion of Korea and the unofticial, 
but potent, protests from Great 
Britain in ‘regard to the new 
Japanese tariff that becomes effective 
in July next. The annexation, it 
is true, foreseen and British 
dissatisfaction with the tariff bad 
been already manifested ; but the 
conditions upon which the absorp- 
tion of Korea was effected were 
not disclosed until the treaty of 
annexation was promulgated, and 





\|the British outory against the

restrictive duties to 
upon British manufactures. had 
grown steadily in volume as the 
effect of the new tariff was the 
more clearly realized. In regard to 
Korea, the chief points of Japanese 
criticism seem to be what is de- 
scribed as the unnecessary liberality 
with which the puppet-Emperor 
bas beon treated, and the com- 
plaisance shown to foreign countries 
by the announcement that the 
Korean tariff will be maintained 
for ten years.

The 
Government, he explained, intended 
to preserve the equilibrium between 
incomings and ontgoings and would 
not bave recourse to loans ; the plan 
‘of redeeming at least Y. 50,000,000 
of state onde was to be adhered to, 
‘and a sum of Y, 80,000,000 was to 
be added to the “fixed continu 
ing expenses of the Navy,” the 
oxpenditare of which was to be 
spread over six years and the funds 
to be derived from ordinary 
revenue. A reference was made to 
Korea, but not to the tariff arrange- 
ment. The Premier practically 
contented himself with saying that 
tho new possession was not expected 
to prove an incubus upon the 
goneral revenue. To the British 
opposition to the new Japancse 
tariff ho made absolutely no allu- 
sion. ‘Thus the two main points of 
ori have been simply ignored. 
The necessity of sspietules the 
inconsistency involved in the im- 
position of bigher duties in Japan 
nnd the voluntary maintenance of 
the conventional tariff in Korea did 
not appear to occur to Marquis 
Katsura, although soveral of the 
more important papers in Tokio have 
demanded an explanation, and mem- 
bers of the Seiyukai, the strongest 
party in the House of Reprosenta- 
tives, have manifested disapproval of 
the action of the Government. In

The Japanese 
Cabinet is entirely independent of 
Parliament. It is responsible for 
its actions to the Emperor alone. 
The spectacle of a Cabinet, upon 
which by a large majority the 
elected representatives of the peo- 
ple had passed a vote of censure, 
continuing in office, is quite pos- 
sible under the Japanese constita- 
tion. This fact would explain the 
indifference of the Premier to the 

ible revolt of the Seiyukai. 

‘urthermore Marquis Katsura is 
essentially a soldier. It is doubtful 
whether he realizes the importance 
to Japan of placating public opinion 
in Great Britain in connexion with 
the tariff. Marquis Katsura is one 
of the Choshu warriors who ha 
shared with the men of Satsuma 
the practical control of Japan since 
the restoration. The dominating 
personality is Marshal Prince 
‘Yamagata, to whom the nominal 
Premier stands much in the relation 
of a trusted Lieutenant. While to 
outward appearance Ja) 
constitutionally governed country 
it is to all intents and purposes 
ruled by a military oligarchy, with, 
it must be added, the yparent 
acquiescence of the Japanese peo- 
ple themselves. In former days 
Japan was ruled, nominally by an 
Emperor, actually by a military 
raler popularly known as th 
Shogun. ‘The Emperor now occa- 
sionally makes public appearances 
and the paraphernalia of constitu 
tional government can be seen and 
chastely admired by every visitor 
to Tokio. But in reality the old 
system prevails, though attired in 
something resembling Western 
dress, and the men of Choshu and 
Satsuma collectively exercise the 
power that formerly rested in the 
hands of a single Shogun. There 
are, however, not wanting signs 
that the people of Japan are prepar- 
ing to demand the substance of

at last the insubstantiality of the 
shadow, and the contemptuous dis- 
rogard by the Premier of the criti-

PLAGUE 


PREVENTION. 
November 3. 


Tusre is little need to-day to 
cite the history of plague for the 
purpose of evoking in the minds of 
any community a salutary dread of 
this fell disease. Althongh science 
and the improved conditions of 
modern life have combined to check 
the ravages that were associated 
with the word in the past, the wit 
of man bas not succeeded in render- 
ing any inbabited portion of tho 
earth immune from plague. Fifty- 
two countries have been visited by 
it within recent years, and few 
erg! can now venture to boast 
that they are permanently beyond 
ite reach, ‘The fist historic men 
tion of plague is contained in the 
famous Tell el Amarna tableta 
discovered in Egypt some twenty- 
two years ago. In one of these 
prince of Alashia, in Asia Minor, 
writing to the King of Egypt ciroa 
1380 B.C. excuses himself for a 
shortage in the supply of copper on 
the ground that in his land * the 
hand of Nergal (the god of pesti- 
lence) has slain all the workers,

ian coast, and through- 
out the ages the sea-board has been 
the scene of the worst assaults of 
plague. In tho first century of 
our era Rome was visited by a 
serious outbreak, while between the 
eleventh and the fifteenth centuries 
there were thirty recorded epidemics 
of bubonic plague, the worst 
being in the fourteenth centary. 
Starting in the Far East in 1334, 
the “Black Death” is supposed to 
have killed twenty-five millions of 
the Chinese, or nearly twenty-four 
por cent of the population, while 
in all forty-two million people are 
said to have perished from it before 
its ravages in Europe were stayed. 
Although it has made its Ses 
inland, in Chinese Torkestan, in the 
‘Transvaal and in Yiinnan, its inva- 
sions are, as a rule, from the sea. 
In view of its locality and surround- 
conditions, Shanghai may be 
said to have enjoyed hitherto a 
wonderful immunity ; but here too 
too at last plague has set itself to 
foree an entrance. For two years 
its attempts have been thwarted, 
and the community had begun to 
congratnlate itself on its good 
fortune. This year, however, the 
assault throatens to bo more deter- 
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mined, and the issues at stake now 
require that the struggle against 
this dread visitant should not be 
left to the sanitary authorities alone, 
but should be taken up by the 
people of Shanghai as a whole. 

Scientific research bas simplified 
considerably the work of fighting 
plague, for it is now generally 
accepted that this scourge is a 
disease of rats and mice, trans- 
mitted to man through the medium, 
of the flea. a 
existed between rats and plague 
was vaguely appreciated at the 

\don’s terrible visitation, 
1665, when the people, we are told, 
as many rats as;they could; 
but this good work was neutralized 
to a large extent by the simal- 
taneous and more successful destruc- 
tion of cats and dogs. To-day these 
domestic animals are reco; eed as 
useful helpers in the fe against | p 
plague. Preventive measures aro 
directed mainly towards the exter- 
mination of rats with the parasites 
that infest their bodies when alive, 
but leave the rat, when death 
supervenes, and seek fresh quarters 
on some other living creature. 
Bubonic plague, in the explicit lan- 
guage eee Departments, is a 
rat disoase, and not a filth disease, 
But dirt and insanitary conditions 
provide food and shelter for rate 
and their parasites, and tho plague 
campaign must aim at the removal 
of such conditions as well as direct 
war upon rats. The chief obstacle 
that those responsible for fighting 
lague have to overcome is pre- 
jadico or indifference on the part of 
the public. In Shanghai it is to 
be feared that the success which 
has attended the operations of the 
Health Department in previous 
years will tempt people to suppose 
that the same hody of men will be 
able to cope equally effectively with 
any other visitation in the same 
unostentatious manner. It will, 
indeed, be well, if this should prove 
to be the case; but the comment 
is not justified in ronning the ris 
of allowing the plague to takes firm 
hold in Shanghai by reason of 
popular apathy. The outbreak this 
yoar, as we bave already stated, 
appears unfortunately to be of a 
serious natare and must be taken 
seriously. 

As will have been seen from a 
Municipal Notification, a Special 
Meeting of Ratepayers has been 
summoned by the Council for 
Monday, November 14, when a 
motion will be submitted to attach 
1 series of additional By-laws to 
the Lamd Regulations for the 
specific object of enabling the 
authorities to deal with the out- 
break of plague.

apparent, when it is remombered 
what this community stands to loso 
from a serious outbreak of plague 
or, indeed, of small-pox. Opponents 
of vaccination may take exception 
to one of the proposed By-laws 
but before they seck to give publi- 
city to theories that are op; to 
the weight of local medical opinion, 
it is to be hoped that they will take 
carefully into consideration the 
exceptional circumstances ruling 
e Settlement. Exception on 
the other hand may well be taken 
to the fact that the Council's sug- 
gestions do not include the grant 
of authority to destroy infected 
property in extreme cases, subject 
to proper safeguards. For the 
community as a whole, however, it 





is of particular urgency that some| 
such powers as those specified in 
these proposed By-laws should be: 
in the hands of the Municipal 
thorities. But the requisite 
authority cannot be given, unless 
Ratepayers make it their duty to 
fttend the Special Meeting. A 
quorum of votes is required to 
enable the motion to be carried, 
and the large number leaves no 
room for individual Ratepayers to 
transfer the obligation to attend 
the Meeting from themselves to 
others. A serious epidemic of 
plague in Shangbai would threaten 
the material interests of all and the 
lives of many, if adequate powers 
to deal with it were not given to 
and acted upon by the Health 
jepartment in close co-operation 
with the community at large. 


FROM THE PULPIT. 


Notes of a sermon preached by the 
Rev. C. E. Darwent in Union Charch 
on Sunday morning, October 30. 
Text: Psalm cir, 16. “The trees 
of the Lord are fail of sap.” (A.V.) 




















Mamre was s remnant of it, St. 
Boniface cnt down an oak dedicated to 
Thor in Friesland, and that cost him 
bis life, What colour there is in 
autumn in the gold of beeches; what 
symunetry of form in the pine; what 
grace in the ash, the “queen of the glen."” 
There is eo much of the deepest spirit 
of God's wisdom in troes that one has 
to conclade that nations which reckless- 
ly destroy their forests are decadent and 

through greediness wandered far 
from God who made them, 

To-day is Harvest Sunday. Let us 
think of the one feature in trees that 
evidently impresses the mind of David 
in this Pealm. He says, “ The trees of 
the Lord are fall of sap.” He is not 
dwelling on their gracefalness or bean- 
ty or utility immediately, but on their 
intense vitality, The sap is the life of the 
tree, Sap is “the liquid which circalates 
throngh all parts of the plant” says 
‘8 scientific authority in a sentence which 
‘would be grested with groans of indig- 
nation if it had been written by a theo- 
logian, “carrying the dissolved elements 
to those parts of the plant where active 
metabolic changes are occurring, avd 
bearing thence the elaborated substances 
to other parts of the plant where kats- 
bolic changes occur.” I hope wo all 
understand that. It means that the 
aap is the life of the tree, the mystery 
in it, the thing that holds in itself the 
power of its timber, the beauty of its 
grain, the gold of its leafage, the 
lneciousness of its frait, or the teeming 
abundance of its seed. 

What strikes David as specially 
exemplified in the cedars of Lebanon in 
that “ the trees of the Lord are full of 
sap." What impresses him is the 
abundance and tenacity of their vitality. 
That after all is the translation in the 
Revised Version, “ are satisfied." Fal- 
ness is satisfied. It is emptiness of all 
kinds that is discontented and miserable; 
mbether it be emptiness of purse, of 
head, of mind and heart, It is fulness 
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of vitality of all kinds that is the ideal 
to strive for,

Directions have accord- 
ingly been given to the Yamén copyiate 
to transcribe the docaments in question, 
id they namber in all 15 dossiers, con- 
sisting of petitions, rescripts, official 
statements, dispatch to the Boards, 
draft dispatches of the same kind, and 
draft dispatches of instruction to sab- 
ordinates. The Assembly will accord- 
ingly take note of their receipt, and 
acknowledge it in dae course.

remains a fect that certain conning per- 
sons and nnecropalous tipacs, ont of 
desire to obtain « beavy price for their 
land, not only have not arranged for a 
retarn of land so leased, but have made 
use of the form of title-deed Isid down 
by Treaty, and proceeded to it 
in such a way that it became similar to 
‘an ordinary deed of sale as between 
Chinese : and the land to which such 
deeds referred were banded over to the 
foreign purchasers to have and to hold 
‘as owners, the original native holders 
continuing to pay taxes thereon, 
is no means of following!

report to the Consuls concerned, as 
there should have been and no

‘Thus, for instance, the Rifle Ra: 
Paoshan was parchased by the Manicipal 
Conncil while Obinese contioned to pay 
taxes thereon on its behalf. This is 
beyond doubt and there is proof of i 
“The Taotai has accordingly repeat- 
edly taken the matter into coi 
nod finds that although 
are issned against such private tra 
tions io land of this kind, they continue 
secretly ia spite of apparent compliance ; 
and as the Chinese and foreigners con 
cerned are indistinguisbably mingled, 
the only course is to compromise 
in time and approve the prac- 
tice, Thereby genuine reports can be 
made to the City Magistrate and leases 
can be regalarized. It will then remain 
an easy matter to examine snd fvllow 
all such transaction The Teotai, 
therefore, ventures to request the con- 
sideration of the Viceroy and his 
approval of a practice whereby foreigaers 
can acquire land in Paoshap. and where- 
by the District Magistrate will be 
jtted to carry out an examination 
te for land io the Settlement, and to 
provideagainst any irregularity in owner- 
ship before transfer; and thereafter 
issue native deeds similar to those which 
tare given for purely native transactions, 
thereafter collecting taxes thereon as 
usual. By this procedure the foreigners 
will have gained a compromise whereby 
they vill reap the advantages which 
they require, and hereafter they will not 











































find it necessary to put forward dis- 
jing requests to the Coneuls to 
on their bebalf, and insist 
‘upon the issue of Taotai’s deeds, Thos, 
also, there will be no confasion between 
the practice of collecting taxes upon the 
Magistrate's deeds, and of collecting the 
yearly rental upon land inside and out- 
‘ide the Settlement held by foreigners 
under Taotai’s deed. 

“If this arrangoment receives the 
Viceroy's assent, communications will 
then be addressed to the Consuls to 
place the matter on “record for per- 
petaal observance of this procedare.

retaining one copy for record. If there 
is any pt disposal of land among 
the people of this district, they should, 
of course, be panished ia accordance 
with the intentions which the Treaties 
indicate, The proposal of compromise 
which you have forwarded iavolres the 
dereliction of s constitated safeguard, 
and will tend to encourage the desires 
of foreigners. The request cannot, 
fore, be entertained. Carefal com- 
pliance is expected accordingly.”

‘The success of the parliamentary 
motion created a profound impression 
not only in Peking, bat throughout the 
provinces; and during the next two 
days telegrams of congratalation were 
received from all parts of the Empire, 
‘The House did not meet again until 
Wednesday, and those who feared an 
outbreak of fiery patriotism were re- 
lieved to find that the sitting was 
conducted with special calmnese. Great: 
interest centred, however, in the presen- 
tation of the Budget by Duke T 
Tee, President of the ” Minintey of 
Finance, as be was suspected of being 
distinctly reactionary. It was a pleasant 
surprise. therefore, when the able and 
extremely dignified Prince expressed 
himself ia favor of parliament 
Walking gracefally on the lower pl 
form in front of the President he said :

another. In other words they noder- 
stand that people are more anxious to 
get ont of London than to get into it. 
They advortiee the ways and means of 
escape. ‘There are still, of course, 
posters in which the Underground Rail- 
‘ways toll you how to get to the theatres, 
to “Eogland’s Treasure Honses", i.e. 
the British Maseom, National Gallery’ 
ote., and to “the Homes of Freedom”, 
to wit. the Housos of Parliament, West- 
minster Abbey, 8t. Paal’s, etc. | Theso| 
posters are intended for rastice and for] 
foreigners and are very few in number 
compared with those which set forth the 
delights of raral life, 

Tho canse of all thir change 
course, the Il-known fact that, 
place of residencs, London has become 
impossible and unnecesssry. It is an- 
necessary to the littvratear and the man 
‘of basiogss becanse the trains and the 
telograph have brought Brighton almost 
‘as near to London ax Hampstead was 
two handred yearn ago. It in im- 
possible becanse of its bed atmos 
phere. A great medical anthority tried 
to perwuade the pablic lately that it 

jares itself more by rashing every 
ing to catch saburban trains than 
by remainiog in London. ‘This doctor 
wrotehowover, from one of the healthiest 
distriots in the capital. Had be lived 
in Westminster or in Whitecbapel be 
might have been of « different opini 
‘The present writer bad a long experi 
ence of Westminster and came to the 
conclusion that the bumidity, the noise,

smoke and noxions gases which the fog 
Keeps hanging in the atmosphere all 
combine to make that district both dis- 

ble and unbealthy. ‘The Desn of 
‘Westminster Abbey startled us some 
time ago by telliog us in a public speech 
how much it costs yearly to replice the 
stones of the great minster which are 
being continually eaten away by the 
smoke and the acids. In selecting their 
stone, the builders of the Cathedral had 
nover expected such an atmosphere. In 
their day the air of Westminster mast 
hhave boon as raral and as balmy se that 
of Henley. If the change which bas 
taken place in that air ix so bad for 
stone, it cannot be good for human be- 
ings, so that there is no foundation for 
those arguments which are based on the 
fact that London is as bealthy as ever 
it was and that it is only the growing 
wealth and snobbishness of Londoners 
mbich prevents them from living over 





their shops and places of residence ns 
their fathers used to do. Equally 
fatilo are argoments drawn from the 
fact that Shakespeare, Milton, Chaucer 
‘and other literary celebrities lived 
and did some of their best work 
Londoo. One might as well

Some Londoners 
look hale and bearty, I admit, bat on 
close inqniry you slways find that they 
get away very frequently to the green

The greatest drawback to Londo is 
not, I think, the bad atmosphere s0 
much aa the excitement. One i 
stantly jompiog ont of trams or el 
tors or andergronnd railways or out of 
the wsy of automobiles oF "bases or 
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day long by the noise, No water how 
stolid ove may think himself to be, this 
anceasing tomult cannot but have an 
unconscinas effect on him, end not, I 
think, a good effret. 

The inflaonce which sends the 
Londoner ont of London is therefore 
‘an instioct of self-preservation, All 
our noted literary men live far from 
London, even Mr. Radyard Kipliog. 
the apostle of noise and rattle and action. 
All oar great financiers live out of ear- 
shot of the roaring Babylon. Many 
great prioting firms have now establish- 
ed themselves in the provinces, where 
they find that the cost of freightage 
more than compensated for by the d 
creased charges for land, baildinge and 
lahonr. Gent biscait works, grost cocos 
works and great sosp works are now to 
be fonnd flioriahing tremendourly in 
raral and sequestered epote, It was 
oly a superstition, a bad tradition that 
induced manufacturers to make London 
their centre, for with our present mesns 
of rapid commnnication Readiog or 
Bouraville is as convenient a commer- 
cial centre as Battersea. 

Unfortanately the movement to the 
suburbs prodaced architectaral atrocities 
‘as awfal as any man ever saw, even in 
ightmaro, Contractors, in a hurry to 
get rich, ran op long lines of cher 
jerry-bailt houses, as uoromanti 
steam-rollers and as 
peas, There were 
grass in front of 
and there a dispirited tree, bat there 
was always a big factory io the back- 
ground and the mnddy road was the 
only indication that we were not in 
London. Even congested Westminster 
itself was preferable to this horror, 
‘which combined all the 
of town and country without any of 
the advantages, for Westminster had 
historic associations and_noble edifices. 
Meanwhile this jerry-bailt girdle com- 
pleted the strangalation of old London, 
occupying as it did, with a zone of 
indesoribable ugliness, the green fields 
which were, in Dr. Jobneon’s time, 
within easy distance of Fleet Street.

far oatside that they cannot be regarded 
as forming part of London. The 
Sadbary Priory estate near Harrow has 
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met with this fate, thoogh building bas 
not yet began. Nearer the city are 
dozens of other estates which the: 
owners gave up in disgust when the 
approaching city with its railroads and 
ite tramcars and its hooligans threatened 
their partridges and their privacy. Old 
style mubarbs were to bave been ran up 
on some of them, bat I should not be 
surprised if the Garden City movement 
changes this decision or at least modi- 
fies it. Even the Holme Park Estate 
near Sonning on the Thames, said to 
be the most beautiful village in England, 
has now been purchased from Mrs, 
Wade-Palmer, the last of a long line 
of squires and squiresses, by s syndicate’ 
mbich wishes to convert it into garden 
city of the usual type. 

‘What will become of the old, agly 
suborbs if this movement continues ? 
‘At present they are fall of anocenpi 
houses, and finally they may be palled 
down and converted into garden citi 
also. On the Rowton houses and such 
lodging establishments, the new “back 
to the land” movement is baying 
marked effect. The class of workman 
who formerly frequented the cheap city 
lodging house now lives oatside the city, 
or as near the outside ax he can get and 
the railways ron very cheap traing 
for his convenience in the early 
morning with retarn ticket for use 
in the evening. This change ia, 
undoubtedly for the better. The 
Rowton House and similar “ philaoth- 
ropic” establishments afforded the 
bachelor such s cheap home that he 
never married. The appeal of the 
sbarban coltage will nom be 4 great 
that a man will marry for the sake of 
gotting into one of them. 

While the Londoner is thus gettiog 
back to the land, so is the labourer in 
some agricultural districte. ‘This is dae 
to a number of large landowners selling 
their estates, or parts of them, by 
of prot ‘against the financial policy 
of the Government, « policy which aims, 
they thiok, at “bleeding” the great 
landowner ‘more and more. Among 
those who have thus parted with their 
ancestral scres and demonstratively 
invested the proceeds in Government 
securities and such-like things, are Mr. 
Long x.r., Lord Manvers, the Dow- 
ager Countess of Carnarvon snd others. 
‘The Radical newspapers are jabilant at 
this “unlocking of the land” but it is 
doabtfnl if the movement goes much 
farther.

The vessel encountered 
‘an ice-psck off Bear Islaud, throngh 
which it wormed its way, arriviog at 
Bell Sound on Augost 27 with ten 
hours’ coal supply aboard, After hastily 
landing men to gather timber supplies 
for erecting the new settlements of 
Millar and Williamson, tho ship sailed 
immediately for Advent Bay for coal, 
returning on the following night to Bell 
Sound, Though the ice was closiog in 
the explorer succeeded in getting his 
stores ashore, and then retreated into 
Lowe Sound. There was ice aronnd 
and fog prevailed for several days, so 
that it was imprssible for the ship to 
get ont. Mr. Mansfield therefore went 
throngh the ice in a small boat t

‘The Norwegian craft Hvidfisken was 
jammed into Recherche by the 
ice at the same time, having aboard 
Captain Svendsen, a crew of ten, and 
the Finnish ornithslogist Ludwig Mon- 
sterbjelm, sll without ay provisions.

One thing striking was the abundance 
of cotton grown this year, This w 
take it is to replace the opiam, 
was most abundant where the opiom 
abounded two years ago. The cotton 
crop was also good this year, 

While passing the border between 
two counties, we could not bat notice 
the great amount of opiom smoking 
carried on in the emall towns. The 
men eelling the drag were apparently 
itineratiog with their wares and settled 
im a town near the border for a few 
days and then went scross the border to. 
the next county to carry on the trade, 
‘This was particalarly noticeable in two. 
cases. The merchants immediately pack 
‘up their goods and get away as soon as 
the foreigner puts in an appearance. 
But there is no doubt that opiam 
smoking is being suppressed, In one 
town we saw a poor chair-carrier, sitting 
up to a table on the street smoking, no 
‘one would allow bim indoors, he ssid. 

‘The wet season is late this year and 
the rivers continue as high as they have 
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been all summer. The ploughing is 
nearly all done under water this season 
in this district. A fow dismal days 
turned the hearts of the summer 
visitors homeward and the mountains 
around here are depleted now and 
everybody beck at work.

Likin, therefore, must be sboliebed ; 
bat how is this desirable reform to be 
brought sboot?

There is oly one 
satisfactory way of dealing this 
question. All duties of every kind on 
goods in transit, and every kind of 
barrier, must be abolished, and it must 
be to the interest of the Chinese 
Government to see that this condition 
is scrupolonely observed. Sach goods 
as are to be taxed, such as articles of 
Inxary and the like, that are taxed in 
all civilized lande, mrst only be taxed 
while in s merchant's godown, whether 
atthe place of production or at the 
place of consumption: but never while 
moving. It need vot be feared that 
unreasonable prodaction or consumption 
taxes wonld be imposed, as the mer- 
ebants in a city would soon make their 
disapproval manifest. 

‘The next thing to inquire is how the 
loss of revenue is to be made up. 
Remembering that the chief excuse for 
preserving the likin 
necessity for finding money to pay the 
Boxer i nity, and that for this 
purpose likin bas been made heavier 
than ever, the obvions remedy is to 
‘cancel the indemnity in exchange for 
the abolition of likin. China bas to 
fiod forty-two millions s year for 
indemnity. and the drain is gradaally 
redneing the country to bankruptcy, and 
foreign interests are suffering from th 
poverty of the people, It that 
the reported revenue from likin does not 
amount to forty-two millions, but it may 
be confidently asserted that trade has to 
pay considerably more than this som. 
While the remission of the indemnity 
mould not be felt by the Goveroments 

ed, it would not only save China 
tastion, but woald 
give an immense impetas to domestic 
trade, and consequently to foreign trade 
—thus benefitting both Chios and all 
foreign nations tradiog wi 
‘always sapposiag that likin were really 
‘abolisbed. And this is where the con- 
scientious objector fiads bis openiog. 
The payment of the indemaity, once 
remitted, could not agaia be saccessfally 
demanded, unless material guarantees

‘The plaintiff contended that the offi- 
cial letter constituted the contract be- 
tweon the parties and that the personal 
letter referred to in its opening fisra- 
graph, must be considered as extrinsic 
matter and was not admissible to vary 
any of the terme of the contract as get 
forth in the cfficial letter. Tha, Ogurt 
is satisfied that tho roje invgked does 
apply and that the two letters, 

remal and gyficial respectirely, 
if satis‘actorily proved, would together 
reasopably covstitate the paper writings 
from which the actual agreement of the 
parties wonld becessarily Be ae 
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But the plaintiff denies that be ever 
received the so-called personal letter. 
He testifies that bie understanding of 
the terms offered to him respecting 
commission on sales, were that said 
commissions were intended as additions 
to his salary allowance. 

If the evidence offered by the defend- 
ant established convincingly that ssid 
letter was sent to and delivered to the 
plaintiff the Court would not be inclined 
wo the mere statement of the 
plaintiff that he had not received or 
seen said letter, as sufficient to relieve 
him from being bound by its terms. 
‘The direct reference to said letter made 
in the letter which he did receive, would 
have reasonably required him, in hie 
‘own interest, to ascertain its terms. It. 
does not spear in evidence that he 
made any effort in this direction. It is 
difficult to excuse his filare io this 

A man of bis evident business 
sense would natorally, as s matter of 
ordioary pradesce, have sought to 
ascertain what were the “ arrangements 
outlined” in the letter referred to and 
thos to know exactly what were the 
intentions of the company, However, as 
the letter of the company addressed to 
the plaintiff and received by him is clear 
in terms and by itself justifies the 
interpretation that the commissioi 
allowed were intended to be in addition 
to salary, we think that the burden of 
proof as. to verity of the copy offered 
and as to the fact that said letter was 
actually delivered to the plaintiff, is upon 
the defendant company.
